invested, reasonable return, the volume of traffic and the period of agreement entered into with M/s

hereby notifies that there shall be levied and paid fees on mechanical vehicles for the use of facility

NOTES: When the same vehicle has to cross the toll plaza more than once in a day, the user 
shall have the option to pay one and half times the above rates while crossing the bridge in the 
first trip itself or if the vehicle has to use the facility continuously and quite frequently for entire 
month or even beyond that for much longer period, the vehicle owner can have a monthly pass 
on the payment of charges equal to 30 single rate applicable to it as specified in the Schedule 
above. 

2. Following types of vehicles are exempted from the fee specified above in the Schedule, 
namely:- 

(i) Defence vehicles. 
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(ii) Vehicles having VIP symbols, 

(iii) Police vehicles, 

(iv) Fire-fighting vehicle, 

(v) Ambulances, 

(vi) Funeral vans, 

(vii) Posts and Telegraph Department vehicles and 

(viii) Central Government and State Government vehicles on duty.
